Shri R. K. Khanna, Senior Airworthiness Officer, Directorate General of 
Civil Aviation, Delhi Airport will function as Secretary to the Court. 

The Court will complete its inquiry and make its report to the Central Gov¬ 
ernment by 28th February, 1994.
